an my original request, that reproduction is of a different copy of the 
pamphlet. Va.rious documents in the files of the Warren Conmission indicate 
that the copy which is ?reproduced as Cominission Etdiibit 3120 (26 H 774-784) 
was oDtained from Csirald by the New Orleans Police Depar'hment on A.ug’ust 9 
or 10, 1963 , was given to the Secret Ser'vice on November 23, 19o3« and was 
transmitted to the Warren Commission on September 14, 1964. (See 10 H 51-62, 
Comjiiission iilxhibit 3119, and Comnaission Doc'ument 1495.) 


Since I am interested in certain initials and other notations which may 
have been added after the pamphlet was printed, my readiest tvas for a specific 
copy of the pamphlet. Because I have found no information indicating that 
this ccpji' was given to the Warren Corffimission, I have submitted my request to 
the Justice Depaa'tment rather than to the National Archives. 


I hereby repeat my previous request. If the record I have asked for is 
exempted from public disclosure, please advise me of the reason. I am enclosing 
my check for $ 3«00, and, for your convenience, a copy of Form DJ-118 as 
previously s’abmitted. 

If my original description of the requested record tvas, in fact, not 
sufficiently specific, I apologize for any inconvenience it may have caused 
you.
